Indiana Collegiate Conference histoiy was made with the Pumas and 
the Evansville Aces sharirttj^ the football championship. It was the 
first time for either. Coach Bob Jauron’s boys can boast still a better 
record in their sparkling defense, however. Earlier conference bests 
fell to the wayside as the 1955 Pumas held their opposition to a scanty 
52 points in G games, due particularly to their three impressive shutouts 
over Valpo, Indiana State and Ball* State. Moreover, the Joemen’s 
149 points scored offensively-is second only to co-champion Evansville’s 
total of 199 in one of the strongest seasons in I.C.C. history. 

In a repetition of last season’s situation, Ball State held the role of 
'"^poilef 'Tor ThV championship-hungn\r teamsv ^Vhereas last--year they 
whipped Evansville in the season’s finale to give Valpo undisputed 
honors, the Cardinals succumbed to the cellar this season as they were 
shutout in their final two tilts by the new co-champions. 

Fullback Leroy Thompson got the 108 yards he needed to break the 
I.C.C. record for rushing in the Bulldog’s 24-14 loss to Valparaiso. The 
Capital City club also lost Thompson foi' the season, though, when he 
was carried from the field in the first half with torn leg ligaments. The 
The 108 yards gave Thoinpson a total of 539 yards, one more than the 
old mark set by Ken Lutterbach of Evansville last year. He has an- 
other season to play, however, since he is only a junior. 

Po.st-season 1‘rofile: In extra-conference contests, I.C.G^dubs have 
found meager success. Although the entire record is 7 won, 6 lost, the 
four top powers have only 2 victories against 5 defeats. The new 
champions have only a 1-3 record in outside competition.
